on this subject. Tho writer io convinced, however, that a variety of motivatiri? 
factors undoubtedly aro present* (a) 7>r. CJasscn^ genuine intellectual 
conviction that Crcrrany’o future lies in concert with Ar.orica and ITnstcm 
EUropo. (b) hla apparent personal liking for military studios and military 
~cn and, possibly, (c) a longrango (but unexpressed) ebeire to play coras 
kind of advisor role in a rovived Goman Defense Finis try or ultimate 
General Staff structure* Flo occasional references to tho Abwohr cherr 
a profession! internet in intoliigonco work as ouch; hocovcr, thorc is r.o 
indication that this is a basic motivation nor is thcro any sign that ho 
b/as been in contact with other post-war intelligence organizations* Ho 
is unknown to ZI- HR, although several others on tho Ccoollsctoft board of 
directors liavo ZI D P3R connections - ono, in fact, io a, listed ZIPPER agent. 

There io also no,, clear ground for belief that Classon too been motivated 
by financial considerations. Ho was earning a comfortable living when 
persuaded to oako tho change to Hun i eh. As a ciatlor of incidental interest, 
ho' doss not expect to bo able to return to hi3 foraor vrorfe when tho QK3WICH 
terniruition i3 i inishod since tho Duossoldorf lira io aware that ho has been 
"irorkin:- for tho Americans" and would to roluctnnt to toko bin back. 

PERSONAL EJTZCRITTl Dr. Classen 1 9 honesty to 3 beer too tod in *aa ny ways. 

Ho has pmcisoly acc unted. for all Oosollschaft activities and each month 
has turned ovor for case officer inspection the coraplot© financial records 
of the organisation, including bank statements, receipted Mils, etc. K© 
has regularly presented alooirt vorb^tim transcripts of Gesellochaft board 
mootings as well ao copies of offico correspondence and original activity 
roports turned in on a monthly basis by local OgcollGchaft chapters. 

In addition, GKFENCS too innintin^ft (via CIS) a f ill mall and telephone
